many of the Eastern States, 

The well originally reached a depth 
of 2800 feet; and encountered ten 
million feet of gas and a heavy il 
similar to that produced in other 
wells in the Wainwright field. - ‘ 

Work is to commence on or about 
the Ist. of May.

2% per cent of the present annual 
woftd output, 

It is evident that, in Canada, oil 
fields have not yet been found that 
may be .compared in extent of out- 
put with the great oil fields of other 
parts: of the world. Intensive  pros- 
pecting is under way at the present 
time, the results of which, particular’ 
ly those ‘of the’ Turner Valley field 
in Alberta with its phenomenal — in- 
dividual well output of light oils anil 
gas, are thighly encouraging, and in- 
dicate. possibilities for the future dia- 

covery of natural coils in great yol- 
ume, 

Canada, however, is rich in. poten- 
tial resources of oil which will un- 
doubtedly be utilized when the world’s 
petroleum fields begin to show ace 
tually serious diminution of output 
and approaching exhaustion.
